FIVE BOMBS were dropped by a Nazi 
daylight raider yesterday on Buckingham 
Palace. The King and Queen, who were in 
the palace at the time, were unhurt, but three 
of the palace staff received slight injuries.

An observer = just, ‘outside 
Buckingham Palace says that two, 
bombs fell in the inner quadran- 
_gie; the third hit .the private 
‘ chapel in the south-wing; and the 
remaining two fell in the road 
between: the Victoria Memorial 
and the Palace Gates, 

The firet sign of the attack was 
the noise of aeroplane engines. A 
twin-engined, light bomber dived 
out of some clouds and, as it came 
over the centre of the Palace, the 
pilot.cut his engines and the ma- 
chine lost speed.

Pieces 
of stone and masonry fell into 
Buckingham Palace Road, one 
piece hitting an electric light 
standard, 

The German ’plane then speed- 
ed up its engines and climbed 
back into the clouds.’

The King and Queen, who were 
in the Palace at the time, were 
unhurt.
